A. This week’s big news on the IBOC front is that KOA 850 Denver has its turned off, first noted by 
John Wilkins on 11/24. Says John: “This week we feature 840 and 860 (loggings), for obvious rea- 
sons-- no new ones yet on those frequencies but I’m trying!” Wayne Heinen also notes KOA’s IBOC 
downtime: “As I write this KOA 850’s IBOC has not been heard since I noticed it Sunday 11/25. 
Maybe the 50kW blowtorches are getting some complaints that may make everyone think twice 
about IBOC on the AM band both night and hopefully day.” This is now the third straight week 
that we have reported on the IBOC situation in Denver, all with news of IBOC downtime. John 
gives us the latest update as of 11/30: “850, 630, and 1220 continue to be IBOC-less, so the total now 
is 11 stations locally with IBOC, seven of which run it all night.” John is currently checking on the 
status of KGNU 1390’s IBOC, formerly daytime only but lately heard very early in the morning, to 
see if they have gone to 24-hour use. 
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A. We have now entered that great month of December-- time to throw another log on the fire and 
pull another great set of logs out of that radio. Please keep us posted on what you are hearing. 73

Crystal Lake. 11/26 0900. New calls, ex-WCPT which moved to 820. A continu- 
ous loop was played, including segments by Stephanie Miller, Randi Rhoades 
and Ed Schultz, telling listeners to go to 820 and hear WCPT at two times the 
power (although you can hardly tell it). Also on this loop, promos for sister 
stations Nine-FM 92.7 and 92.5 and a message asking the audience to call 
a Chicago number (773 AC) if you want to produce your own program on 
WAIT. (KO-IL) (So the 820/850 swap first speculated on in DDXD-W #75-8 
has come to fruition. Reports state that WAIT will be brokered programming, 
but the continuous loop described by Ken was still being played full-time as 
of the 11/30 deadline for this column. The part of it asking listeners to call 
a number if they wanted to produce their own show gives a hint as to the 
brokered nature of the new station. Ed.-WI) 
Salt Lake City. 11/24 0915. Suddenly appeared at 0915 power-up while parked 
on the frequency with True Oldies programming; frequent “Utah’s 860 The 
Wolf” slogans and variations thereof inserted. Good signal, heard several 
times during the week, including a couple of legal IDs. So same call letters, 
but different format, ex-C&W. (JjW-CO) 
Chicago. 11/23 1000. Noted carrying some programs / / Relevant Radio sister 
station WAUR 930, but WNTD had local IDs at the top of the hour. The 950 
ID also mentioned 820, which was to leave Relevant Radio on 11/25. Rel- 
evant Radio’s web site mentions WNTD 950, WAUR 930 and WWCA 1270 
as Chicago affiliates. (KDF-IL) 
Southwest City. 11/23. Noted back on after a number of weeks off. Appar- 
ently they are still at old location and not at new CoL/ transmitter location 
of Centerton, Arkansas, judging not only by legal ID but also signal strength. 
(JEL-AR) (KTLK has a CP for D1 1000 CoL Centerton Ed.-WI) 
Pasadena. Listed as SS Tropical in 28" Log, the format of this station was 
updated to SS religious in DXN #75-3. While J.E. Lewis and I worked on his 
tentative of KGOW 1560 (see below), we discovered on that KLVL has a more 
complicated mixed format. From 6 AM to 7 PM Central it is Spanish religion 
and ethnic programming using the slogan “Radio Triunfo.

A Preoccupation with Pacific Carriers 
By Ray Moore 

Dismal transpacific conditions continue with high A index and expanded auroral oval. Only two 
carriers audible on the 32 channels I scan daily. 1575 (presumably Thailand) and 1098 Majuro fair 
carriers. Don’t let this discourage you as 1575 can pop in when least expected. 

Many may wonder re my preoccupation with carriers. When you are after stations approaching 
10,000 miles away which may only produce audio a couple of times a season or once a season or 
once in a lifetime - the rule is, if the station is there and you aren’t, you ain’t going to log it. Actually 
hearing carriers is not a waste of time. While you can’t count them as receptions you can gain a lot of 
information about the station. With a balanced and calibrated loop you can pretty much tell which 
station is producing it. For example, Far East and DU stations are separated by approx 90 degrees. If 
you DF 774 kHz at 330° it is JOUB Japan. More often it will be 250°, 3LO Australia. 

Many carriers will have an SAH from a secondary station. With your loop you can null the SAH 
and have a good idea re the other station. Also by counting the seconds between the SAH peaks you 
can determine the exact frequency difference between the two stations. 

I use the R8 for scanning the channels. It is in the CW position offset by 400 Hz with the AVC off. 
The “passband offset” control selects either USB or LSB. When the carrier is strong enough to listen 
to, I switch to the homebrew receiver in the exalted carrier position. 

One other benefit to reporting carriers, it may induce DXers with better antenna systems or loca- 
tions to give TPs a try.

AM DX’ing on Shortwave Radios 
By Andy Ooms 


This is a review of three books about shortwave receivers for those who may be interested in some 
crossover hybridization of three subsets of the radio hobby—AM DxXing, shortwave reception, and 
vintage electronics. 

Although the best shortwave radios are not necessarily the best medium wave radios, usually ex- 
cellent shortwave sets are also very good AM sets. So if you are thinking of DXing on some vintage 
equipment, these books may be for you. 

Many of the good older shortwave receivers are also good AM radios, as the attention paid to 
producing good sets covered all the bands. AM DXing has grown more formal over the decades due 
to clubs, rules, records, and more widespread technical understanding. This formality eventually 
resulted in the production of radios that emphasized good AM band reception, and most of us know 
about these radios and have read reviews and comparisons about their performance. Many of these 
have no shortwave bands. 

In previous times, good AM reception was desired and usually expected, but shortwave listeners, 
and to some extent the general public, also wanted good shortwave reception. Good AM and shortwave 
reception are not at all mutually exclusive in one receiver. Many radio enthusiasts enjoy listening to 
shortwave as well as to medium wave. 

Although at this time the best shortwave radios are not necessarily the best AM radios, historically 
good shortwave radios frequently were also the best AM radios, and until the fifties, more medium 
wave receivers had shortwave bands than they did FM bands. Even longwave bands on radios were 
more common than FM bands were well into the forties. 

Today’s radios have more features, are more compact, and contain components that last longer and 
use less power than the old gear. Many outperform their ancestors. But vintage gear with the right 
speakers and circuits can put out very mellow and satisfying sounds. 

The 3 books being reviewed here are: Shortwave Receivers Past & Present edited by Fred Osterman, 
N8EKU and published by Universal Radio Research in 1998; Radios by Hallicrafters, written by Chuck 
Dachis and published by Schiffer Publishing Ltd. in 1999; and The Zenith TRANS-OCEANIC The Roy- 
alty of Radios, written by John H. Bryant, AIA and Harold N. Cones, Ph.D. and published in 1995, also 
by Schiffer. 

Bryant and Cones are likely the foremost Zenith Radio Corporation experts existing. In addition to 
this book, they have written a trilogy of books covering the history of the corporation. The Trans-Oce- 
anic portable series are probably the most often thought of radios whenever shortwave radios or older 
portables are mentioned, and until the Zenith Radio Corporation sold its name and disappeared as the 
company we knew, Zenith meant quality and Trans-Oceanic meant adventures in fine listening. 

The Zenith Trans-Oceanic book is a fine piece of work. Highlights include the personal interest of 
Zenith President Commander Eugene F. McDonald, Jr. in making sure that the radio was designed and 
manufactured, the history of the Trans-Oceanic in combat situations during the Second World War, 
the advertisements promoting the set, and the evolution of the various models. 
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I obtained a couple Trans-Oceanics in recent years, and was mildly surprised that the HF bands, 
1.7 to 30 MHz, were not continuous coverage. The broadcast station portions of the various bands are 
available; the portion of the spectrum used for utilities between the various broadcast spectrum por- 
tions is not available in all models. This indicates that the radio was produced for the general listening 
public, and not primarily for shortwave listener hobbyists. 

Trans-Oceanics were produced from 1941 until 1965 as hollow-state (tube) versions; solid state 
units were produced until 1981. Some models had longwave and FM bands in addition to shortwave 
and AM bands. 

The authors state that due to the death of Commander McDonald in 1958 and the transition of the 
consumer electronics market from an interest in listening to AM and shortwave radio to increasing 
emphases on FM and television, Trans-Oceanics’ exceptional quality and status diminished during the 
60’s and 70’s. But the legacy of the models’ early years means that the name Trans-Oceanic will get the 
positive attention of a large number of radio hobbyists for the foreseeable future. 

The Zenith Trans-Oceanic is 160 pages and has many pictures and advertisement reproductions. 

To those who have had an interest in radios for some time, the name Hallicrafters conjures up 
excitement and interesting listening from around the world. The name also conjures up mental im- 
ages of rectangular table sets usually gray metal with chrome edge strips. I have a couple of sets now, 
and surprisingly neither is gray. One is brown leather-covered wood and one is brown vinyl-covered 
metal. 

Hammarlund and National, as well as many others, made excellent shortwave receivers and trans- 
mitters at times overlapping the Hallicrafters era, and probably were better in several ways. But I don’t 
think any shortwave receiver brand has had a better combination of name recognition, performance, 
and affordability than Hallicrafters. 

Arthur Dachis has several rooms filled with Hallicrafters products; he met, and had a cordial re- 
lationship with, Hallicrafters founder William J. Halligan before Halligan passed away in 1992 at age 
93. 

During the Hallicrafter years, the company produced receivers, transmitters, television sets, mili- 
tary communications gear, and electronic accessories from a rocky start in 1932 until it was sold to 
the Northrop Corporation in 1966. Since 1988 the name has not been used, and is non-existent for all 
practical purposes, according to the author. 

In late 1935, the company began producing its own line of communications receivers; they previ- 
ously did contract work for other manufacturers. The 1935 SX-9 “Super Skyrider” was the first model 
to be produced in significant quantities. By 1938, Hallicrafters was the most popular manufacturer of 
communications receivers in the U.S., and it was doing business in 89 other countries. Halligan had a 
policy that new features and technical advances would be brought in new models rather than upgrad- 
ing previous models. Consequently, Hallicrafters had a profusion of models, 23 different ones during 
the 1936 to 1938 period alone. 

Author Dachis includes Hallicrafters company history and shows pictures of almost every model 
of electronic equipment produced. Each model is described with interesting details, the electronic val- 
ues, some of the set specifics, and original as well as estimated current prices. If you enjoy old radios, 
communications sets, and get nostalgic about a legacy name, this Hallicrafters book is for you. 

Fred Osterman’s 473-page Shortwave Receivers Past and Present, Communications Receivers 1942-1997, 
Third Edition is a masterpiece of information covering more than 100 shortwave radio and communi- 
cations receivers manufacturers. Descriptions of from 1 to over 50 models of each maker are included. 
Every set has a black and white photo; data includes features, specifications, circuit complement, ac- 
cessories, comments variants, production country and dates, voltages, readout description, physical 
dimensions, current, status of manufacturer and model, rarity, review articles, new and used prices 
and ratings. 

Most of the sets have AM capability as well as shortwave. 

A brief history of each manufacturer is also in the book. Altogether, an incredible amount of infor- 
mation is in this book; about every question one could have about a radio is answered in a readable 
format, especially for those who enjoy electronic equipment and data. 

Bottom line: I recommend each of these books. Each of these in its own way provides a fascinating 
and entertaining look at some wonderful gear from a great era in electronics.
